DON'T FEAR FRANCE, ITALY 


Little Likelihood That Either 


Will Try to Compete in 


Naval Power

, Washington—Great. Britain, Japan 
find the United States—the 
world's 


reatcst powers on the sea—are in 


accord as to the desirablility of a con- 
ference to limit naval armament in 
supplement to the treaties of 1922. 


Notwithstanding the 
fact 
that 


France and Italy have politely reject- 
ed the invitation extended by Presi- 
dent Coolidge, the determination of 
the United States to take another step 
in the process of armament reduction 
will be carried out. As a matter ot 
fact, the absence of France and Italy 
may make it easier for the 
three 


powers to reach an agreement among 
themselves. 
This really happened at 


the Washington conference, for until 
the so-called 5-3-3 ratio was evolved 
there was no opportunity to consider 
the proportions that should be applied 
to the other naval powers. 


MAY PERMIT REVISION 


There is little likelihood also that 


either France or Italy will in the next 
fewj-ears endeavor to build up navies 
equal in strength to the three largest 
naval powers. And it is conceivable 
that 'thesagreement made by the Uni 
ted States, Japan, and Great Britain 
may be made subject to revision If 
the armaments.of France or Italy be- 
gin to approach~a limit definitely taet 
lor them. In other words it is possi 
ble to carry out the main purposes of 
the armament conference namely to 
limit all five countries—three of them 
by agreement and two of them by the 
avowed privilege of the larger powers 
to build additional warships in^pro- 
portion as France and Italy may~seek 
to take advantage oC the limitations 
placed on themselves by Great Bri- 
tain, Japan and the United States. 


There- is another way by which the 
restraint upon French and 
Italian 


naval ambitions may be accomplished 
and that is by 'the use of lending 
power. The United States and Great 
Britain control not only the capital of 
the world but tliey control the raw 
materials usable in ship constructon. 
If they wished as a definite policy to 
discourage loans that would be used 
lor naval imperialism, they could do 
so by a simple agreement. This pow- 
er to advise private bankers against 
making loans that are considered in- 
consistent with America foreign pol 
Icy has been in effect in the United 
States since 1022 without act of con- 
gress and though it never has been 
applied in cases relating to 
naval 


building, there is no doubt that the 
Washington 
administration 
would 


look with disfavor on any loan in- 
tended to revive the competition in 
naval armament with the- "economic 
disadvantages that might be 
en- 


tailed in Italy's capacity to repay war 
debts to the United States and Great 
Britain.

Washington, D. C.—(AP)— 


The filibuster against the Swing- 
Johnson bill to harness the Colo- 
rado river at Boulder canyon 
was resumed late Thursday in 
the senate. 


Washington—UP)—Facing adjourn- 


ment a week from Friday and with 
the filibuster germ that practically

in their efforts to bring it to a vote 
by a three-senator filibuster during 
a 30-hour session, there appeared lit- 
tle prospect of action since Republican 
leaders had planned to dispalce it two 
hours later with the alien property re- 
turn measure. 
Once laid aside in the 


senate, the bill still stands virtually 
no chance of a vote in either house 
at this session.

BRANCH BANKING IS 


DANGEROUS 


The president is taking his time about 


passing on bills recently enacted by con- 
gress. He has not yet vetoed the McXary- 
Haugen measure for farm relief, which he 
was expected to do promptly. 
He has 


finally put his signature to the radio bill, 
but he still withholds approval of the act 
which .would authorize national banks to 
engage in branch banking. The latter was 
passed, it is charged, through a combina- 
tion between the farm bloc and those ad- 
vocating the banking bill. Except by this 
vote trading it probably would not have 
been passed at this session, for there was 
strong*opposition to it. terminating in a 
futile attempt to- filibuster. 


The'branch banking bill is of doubtful 


merit.lt may be. as its supporters con- 
tend, that it will lead to stronger and 
sounder banking, but on the other hand it 
tends to eliminate the small community 
banks.'lt is a question whether we should 
favor the building, up of a highly central- 
ized banking system at the expense -of 
banking independence. 
Unquestionably, 


branch banking tends to the development 
of financial, monopoly. Some states per- 
mit arid others forbid branch banking by 
institutions operating under a state chart- 
er. In iiie states which permit it, the na- 
tional jbanks^ are at a disadvantage. To 
authorize the national'banks to establish 
branches will place the states banks on 
the defensive, and virtually compel the 
repeal of state legislation forbidding 
branch banking. 


Branch banking is a natural product of 


strongly centralized government.' It~Iog- 


, Jcally belongs in the countries operating 


under~mdnarchlal and rigid parliamen- 
tary systems. It has been frowned upon 
in the more democratic republics. Sound- 
ness and security are the first essentials 
of banking, but we do not think it is nec- 
essary to invite monopoly in order to se- 
cure them. For the sake 6i, commercial 
and financial independence it is, we think, 
better to keep away from branch banking. 


DIPLOMACY AS A CAREER 


Since 1924, when the Rogers act was 


passed, the United States foreign diplo- 
matic service has been undergoing re- 
markable changes which have resulted 
just lately in the appointment of "career" 
men to highest ranks in the diplomatic 
service, thus marking the death for all 
time, let us hope, of the "spoils" system 
of filling our diplomatic^posts.« 


We were late in starting such a reform. 


Other countries had organized their 
foreign services to provide careers for 
men of the service years before and these 
reorganizations had proved their worth. 
Still, for the time that has elapsed since 
1924, much that is worth while has been 
done. 


We do need a new kind of diplomacy. 


The new interrelation of nations is on a 
more economic basis and less and less on 
the old concept of 'diplomacy. It is essen- 
tial to create a technically competent and 
trained force to perform such an impor- 
tant task, a force that will have behind it 
a spirit of loyalty and self-interest that 
will make for high efficiency and pains- 
taking devotion to duty. 


Party patronage should have little 


place in the future in the selection of the 
personnel of our diplomatic service. True, 
in some of the higher grades, it will ro 
doubt be desirable occasionally to go be- 
yond the service to get 
a. particularly 


qualified man, yet, for the most part, even 
the highest grades should be filled from 
within the ranks as a reward for merit 
and developed ability.

The selection of material for the for- 


eign service is now on a- competitive 
plane, with a foreign service school turn- 
ing out vice consuls who know their busi-

us are, indeed, beautiful. 


Yet we. without realizing it, have with 


us today the raw~material for the same 
sort- of thing.T Butrour artistsrlamenting 
the passing of what they call the "Greek"' 
view of life," do not often see it. 


The Greek discus-thrower was a beau- 


tiful specimen of humanity. His body 
was a graceful, poised instrument, and his 
every move was a picture for the artists. 
But was he any more supple and clean- 
limbed than a modern baseball player? 


When a Tris Speaker or an Ed Roush 


dashes to the far reaches of the outfield, 
glances over his shoulder and extends one 
arm far overhead to seize a flying ball, he 
presents a figure worthy of a Phidias.

QUARRELING WITH HIS RATIONS 


Do you recommend eating white bread, asks a 
orrespondent. and if so. why? Is It harmful to 
at just one kind of food without something else 
o counteract it? 


Sure, Mike. I recommend eating white bread, be- 


cause it is a wholesome and substantial food, on 
vhich I believe one could live very- well, provided 
he bread was comfortably upholstered with deep 
ufted country butter and one could swipe an oc- 
casional green onion or other fresh green raw deli- 
cacy to garnish the bread 'n* butter with. 


As a general rule it is advisable to have as much 


•ariety of food as the market, season and purse 
vill permit. A change is better than a rest. In a 
multitude of victuals there is not likely to be any 
erious deficiency of one factor or another. But 
lis correspondent has the wrong idea, or at any 


rate he uses the wrong word. The other foods to go 
vith the bread do not "counteract" anything, for 
here is no possible effect irom bread that would 
require counteraction.

GO-OP EGG MARKETING 


NOW BIG BUSINESS 


Approximately 3,000,000 


Cases Were Sold Coopera- 
tively in One -Year 


Approximately 
3,000,000 cases of 


eggs, worth slightly more thanv $30,- 
000,000, were marketed cooperatively 
in the United States in 1925 by farm- 
ers egg and poultry marketing asso- 
ciations. This figure, compiled by the 
United States Department of Agricul 
ture, compares with 2.400.000 cases 
worth $22.000,000, 
handled coopera- 


tively in 1924. 


The department's estimates are ba& 


ed on reports from about 60 active egg 
and poultry associations. These as- 
sociations are located in 21 States. 
Their business is believed to comprise 
most of the egg marketing done co- 
operatively in the country. A few as- 
sociations failed to report the volume 
of their business to the department, 
but these are small concerns whose 
figures presumably would not" greatly 
affect the total. 


One of the California associations 


handled 7S2.070 cases of eggs last year. 
.This-was the largest quantity han- 
dled by any one cooperative concern. 
Two of the associations haudled more 
than 500,000 cases each. The smallest 
volume'of'business 'reported by any 
one asociation for 1923 consisted of 
5S5 cases of eggs, handled by a Min- 
nesota. 
organization. 
^ reports 
. 


showed that the delivery 'of a large 
number of cases of eggs per member 
is more important in determining the 
total volume of the associations' bus- 
iness than a. 'large membership. 


In connection with its egg market- 


ing studies, the "department has made 
an attempt to find out what amount 
of poultry is handled cooperatively in 
the United States. Tliere is less in 
formation available about poultry mar- 
keting than about egg 
marketing. 


However, the department says a. to- 
tal of 12,328,057 pounds of live poul- 
try was handled last year by 31- co- 
operative associations. Sixteen asso 
ciations handling dressed poultry re 
ported the 
marketing of 
4,090,510 


pounds in 1925. 


Leading states in the cooperative 


marketing of live poultry were a:

BEEF PRODUCTION 


BREAKS U,S, RECORD 


Also More Sheep in 1926, 


. but Hog -Supply Still on 
Downward Trend 


Although fewer food animals were 


slaughtered in 1926 than in 1925. the 
total "oufput of meat was larger by 
240 million pounds, accord'ng'to es- 
timates prepared by John Robert? of 
the bureau of animal industry. United 
States Department of Agriculture. 


Stock raisers and feeders brought 


about' this rather surprising result 
notwithstanding a. considerable reduc- 
tion in pork production. The shorter 
supply of hogs was known to be in- 
evitable because of losses from chol- 
era and the continued operation of 
the downward swing resulting from 
the over-production in 1923 nnd 1924. 
Hogs generally supply more meat than 
any of the other meat producers, but 
last ;N ear's figures show that for the 
first time in a long period cattle and 
calves provided more than swine. 
BEEF BREAKS" RECORD 


The hog situation apparently pre- 


senttd an opportunity to Cattlemen 
which was utilized to the full, and 
beet production m 1926 broke all ex- 
isting records by a wide margin. It is 
true that more cattle were slaughtered 
in 19JS. the year.of the great war ef- 
fort but last years csttle had much 
more beef on thorn. Actually the av- 
erage weight ot all federally inspected 
beeves in 1918 was 9165 pounds.'on 
the hoof and 476.6 pounds dressed. Th<x 
corresponding weights for 1926 were 
964.1 
pounds on the hoof and 51S.3 


pounds dressed. In other words last 
year's cattle were 47.6 pounds per 
head heavier alive and 41.7 pounds per 
head heavier dressed, thus showing 
not only greater weight but superior 
quality because of higher dressing av- 
erage. 
.- 


Sheepmen also came to the fore in 


1926 and produced a sizable increase in 
the supply of lamb and mutton. The 
production was not the highe'st on 
record, but it was the largest in 12 
years, or since 1P24. 


HOGS ARE HEAVIER 


To the credit 
of hog feeders it 


must be said that they cased the sit- 
uation materially by marketing their 
hogs about 10 pounds per head heavier 
than in 1925 and 12 pounds per head 
heavier than In 1924- 


Considering the meat supply in 1926 


as a whole, it may be pointed out that 
the increased production of 240 mil 
lion pounds was not quite enough to 
keep pace with the'increase in popu- 
lation. 
As a consequence tho per 


capita consumption fell from 143.6 to 
142.S 
pounds, or eight-tenths of a 


pound. When it is realized that the 
population of the United States is in- 
creasing at a rate not far short of 
2.000,000 a year, it is at once apparent 
that the task of holding the per capita 
corisilmption at the present level is 
one of considerable magnitude. 


The foregoing features of th3 meat 


situation, amonr others, are brought 
out in a series of tables issued by the 
Bureau of Animal 
Industry. 
The 


tables show annual complications from 
1907 
to 1926, inclusive, of aninnls 


slaughtered, the various kinds of meat 
and all meats combined, pork and lard 
being shown separately. Each of the 
meat tables shows production, exports, 
imports, and consumption,, both total 
asid p'er capita.

University Extension Service 


Report Notes Five Impor- 
tant Developments 
. 


Madison—C/P)— -Five 
important 


changes which have taken place dur- 
ing the laM flvc years in the farm in- 
stitute work of the University of Wis- 
consin, arc outlined in a report by the 
university cxteiibion service. 


The combining of 
scientific 
and 


practical information; the relation es- 
tablished between farmeis' institutes 
.-iiid country agents: the combination 
of service in materials and informa- 
tion: the business, side of farming, and 
finally, the organization of special co- 
operative organizations, were set out 
as the major developments m 
the 


system- 
"Tho first development in 
the 


farmers' institutes," the report said, 
has been the ever increasing use of 


well trained specialists of the college 
of agriculture on the institute pro 
giam. This practice has brought to 
institute audience^ the most recent 
results of investigations carried on by 
the experiment station at Madison and 
its various branches over the state. 
The close relationship thus establish- 
ed between the practical farmers on 
the institute staff, the extension spe- 
cialists, and the experiment btation 
has been beneficial to all. 
The ex 


change of ideas has brought practice 
a.nd science, closer together. The use 
of tension specialists has enabled the 
institute to meet a much larger num- 
ber of the requests of farmers for in- 
stitute meetings. The department was 
thus enabled to supply 363 institute 
meetings in 1923. 573 such meetings in 
1924, and 543' such meetings in 1025, in 
comparison with an average of 130 
meetings annually ten 
years ago. 


Moreover, it has done this on the same 
funds and'in spite of the constantly 
rising costs of the past ten years. 


"A second and very important de- 


velopment of the last 10 years 
has 


come from the close relation which 
has been established 
between 
the 


farmers', .institute and the county 
agent system. 
In 
counties having 


county agents the programs of work, 
as arranged and adopted by the coun- 
ty agricultural committees, have been 
followed in arranging institute pro- 
grams. County agents have selected 
the location of institutes and assisted 
in the arrangement of piograms for 
them. 


"The third anch possibly the' most 


important of these is the combination 
of service in information with ser- 
vice in materials- This system is well 
illustrated in the icsults which have 
followed the effort to establish alfalfa 
as a successful forage crop on "\Vis- 
consin farms. 


"A fourth development in the farm- 


ers' institutes of the past 10 years is 
that of bringing to farmers the results 
of investigations of the department of 
agricultural economics in the field of 
farm business, especially that of co- 
operative marketing. The employment 
of speakers on the institute staff who 
have made thorough studies of coop- 
erative -^enterprises throughout the 
world has been of great value to the 
cooperative movement; and the tise 
of piactical men on institute programs 
who are actually connected with such 
movements underway in Wisconsin 
has likewise been of great value."

self-advertising 'bounder' who has be- 
come the sod oC our modern world, in- 
flnitely less preferable to the lady who 
lived walkins about in an old garden 
and who was at least' an ornament to 
the world!" 


Presumably he was referring to the 


lady of wealth who is frequently seiz- 
ed with a desire to fill in her idle mo- 
ments by "domsr something for hu- 
manity." 


But in another paragraph one !•? led 


to'infer that Mr. Chesteiton believes 
all women to be more ornamental 
than useful, and that home is the on- 
ly place where there is "any liberty, 
and individuality, and creative power, 
or any possibility of human person- 
alities counting as such."
